|.ioclaination of Emperor Alexander 
III., by a special ukase summoning 
the [leasaiits to join in allegiance wiili 
other faitliful subjoct.s. 

St. PETEnsuunu, March IG. — A 
decree lias been published granting 
persons de[)orted to Siberia with loss 
of civil rights, ])erinission to engage in 
cuiiiinorcial or professional pursuits, 
aftrr three 3'cars' good behavior. The 
same privilege to be accorded political 
e.xik^s. 

Berlin, March 16. — Government 
circles have entire confidence in the 
jmcitic policy of the now czar. It is 
stated that he will shortly i.ssue a 
manifesto emphasizing tiie motto 
"Peace and iiannony," aiul declaring 
Ids intention to devote himself mainly 
to internal reform. 

Authorities are informed that a 
mine is laid in a small street which en- 
ters Neusky Prospect, nearly opposite 
Annichkoff palace, the rositlonce of the 
new omperoi'. A detachment of fi'\\i 
pers accoi-(liiiL,'ly liegan exploiatiun 
from a smidl shop, tlie owner of which 
disap[)carnd three days ago and the 
street was barricaded to prevent the 
public approaching. The sai)pcr3 on 
opening up the ground and searching, 
discovered a mine in the above men- 
tioned shop. The mouth was in the 
shop-keei)cr's dwelling room concealed 
under an ottoman. The luino passes 
under the street leading to the riding 
school whence the czarwas returning' on 
Sunday. Eight more arrests have been 
made and a quantity of explosives dis- 
covered. 

It is stated that the owners of the 
shop from which the mine started were 
two students. No explosions have yet 
been unearthed. 

There is no question about lioussa 
koff*s fate, as the erection of a scafibld 
on Smolenski plain, where SalivoofV 
was executed, lias already been com- 
menced. 

The Ni/.-'natn openly advocates a con- 
stitution. 

St. Petersburg, March IG. — A 
considerable amount of money was 

raised bv public sub.scription for the 
wounded by the explosion of the bombs 
on Sunday. A cathedral chorister died 
of his wound.s. 

Brussels, March IG. — The chamber 
of ileputies passed unanimously a vote 
of indignation at the assassination of 
the czar. 

London, March 17. — At midnight, a 
jioliceman on duty at the IMansion 
lIouHC, obsoi'ved a fire on the ground 
near the widl of the lord mayor's ofil 
cial residfMicc, and found a woodi-n box 
witli a fuse connected to which some 
lighted paper had been recently applied. 
The officer extinguished the fire and 
took tho box to the police station, when 
it was found that about -10 pounds of 
gunpowder with a fuse in the midst 
were in it. No arrest nor clue to the 
perpetrators. 

The lord mayor says that the explo- 
sion would probably not have injured 
the Mansion House, but would have 
damaged Egyption Hull and an adja- 
cent private house and entailed serious 
loss of life. He himself, he says, was 
not at home at the time. 

A. M. Sullivan has written a letter 
in answer to the. leu ten pastoral of 
Archbishop McCabo of Dublin. He 



repudiates the imputation that the 
ladies have put aside their modesty, 
and accuses the archbishop of insulting 
some of the most exemplary devotees 
of the church. 

A cabinet meeting was hastily 
summoned to-day. The meeting is be 
lieved to be in connection with Trans- 
vaal negotiations. 

St. PicTiiiisiit-iiu, aiarch 17. — E.^cca 
vation of tlip mine discovered near the 
residence of the now emperor was con 
tiuued to-day. A gallery leads from a 
small shop to the middle pf the street 
and therti are telegrapli wires along 
this gallery. Elements for an electric 
battery were found in the shop. ' The 
mine will be flooded and its contents 
removed. The shop was taken January 
last by a ])easaut named Baroferiie and 
his wife, named liolisoff, who have dis- 
appeared. Suspicion against him was 
arousetl by neighbors seeing Kolisoll' 
smoking cigarettes— a custom unusual 
with tho peasant class. 

A revolutiui'ary proclamation, dis- 
covered at Uousakotr'sdomicnle, declares 
that the Nihilists will continue tlieir 
work and wnrns tho emperor to be 
ware of the fate of his father. 

St. Peteusduro, March 17. — Gen. 
ArellikoiF lia.-s sent a warrant to tho 
G'o/os and S/rana newspapers for their 
articles in reference to the accession of 
Alexander 1 11. 

LoNDO.v, Marcli 17. — Great jirccau- 
tions have boen taken for the safety of 
tho houses of iiarliainent since tliedis- 
coveiy of the ]ilot to blow up the Man 
sion llouse. 'J'he [lolioe in and around 
the buildings have been reinforced and 
tlio cellars examined. 

r.ON'nnx. Alnrch 1 ,S. — In ;,lu> hnnse 
of lords the arms bill passed. 

In the commons Sir Cliarles Dilka 
.?tatod that Prof. Hinds allegations were 
unworthy of serious attention. 

London, March 18. — In committee 
of supply the vote for 134,000 men 
for the army for the ensuing year was 
agreed to. 

— The SUuulard 
says : Two American newspapers were 
found with the powder bo.^ discovered 
under the wall of tho Mansion house. 
Tho corporation of London has oflerod 
.£100 rewanl for discovei-y of the per- 
[letrators of the crime. An adtlitional 
])olico force has been stationed at the 
IMansion house. Lank of F,nghuul and 
other inaportant buildings. 

Dublin, March \1.—Freema)is Jour- 
nal says that a subject which the Ro- 
man Catholic prelates had before them 
Tuooday w.-v.i it [iroposal trom Kome for 
the ajipoiiitiiient of a pajial nuncio at 
the court of St, James, and arhls that 
it will be with feelings of intense saiis- 
tnclion that the Irish people will leai ii 
that the prelates were unanimous in 
pronouncingagaiust theproposed change 
that tlieir views have been cniboJied in 
a most decided letter, which will be 
forwarded at once to Kome. 

DuuLi.v, March 18. — The Fnenum'ti 
Journal regards the appointment of a 
papal nuncio at the court of St. James 
as one of thn most dangerous intrigues 
ever attempted by Rngland against tho 
nation and faith of Catholic Irel.'uid. 

St. PETi;itsnunci, Marcli IS. — The 
Atjcnri: A'k.sw slates that a circular from 
the niinister of foreign iiU'airs to the 
various Kussian embassies and legations 
will be published to-morrow, contain- 
ing the political programme of the new 
reign. The emperor and empress have 
taken up their residcnc in the winter 
palace. 

St. Peteusbl'ku, March IS. — Mich 
aeloff is the name of the young man ar- 
rested on the 10th inst. at the house 
where Roussakoff obtained the bombs. 
He is a pca.sant from the province of 
Smolensk. 

St. Pi-:Ti;iisnui{(i, March IS. — 'J'he 
Journal De St. Peterburg states, evi- 
dently oflicially, that a manifesto wiU 
forthwith be issued announcing that 
pacific views are are held by the new 
Czar. 

Twelve pounds of dymanitc have 
been found in a mine near the czar's 
[lalace. 

It is believed that tho Ciaiid L)ake 
Valdiniir advocates strong repressive 
measures. 

The ground dug up where the mine 
was discovered has been refilled, the 
doors of the shop in which tho mouth 
of the mine is situatetl, sealed up and 
guards stationed at the |irpnii.si;s. It 
has been decided to erect a religious 
momento upon the spot where tho 
czar fell. One of the chief orya.nzers 
of the plot, captured two days before 
the assassination, confessed, after tho 
deed was accomplished, and so deeply 
incriminated Roussakoff, that he also 
confessed, and denounced his accompli- 
ces. Hence tho arrests on Jloiulay 
and Tuesday and the discovery of the 
mine. Many revolutionary proclama 
tions have been found posted inside 
and outside of public buildings. The 
Novoe Vremya says that the Russsian 
authorities were ailvisod several months 
ago that Nihilists from Chicago, Illi- 
nois, had re-entered the country. 

St. Pkticusi!U1u;, JIarch 18.— A 
measure had actually been (ire- 
pared with the sanction of the late 
czar tending towards representative 
government. 

Pauls, March IS.— Placards con- 
gratulating tho nihilists on the nssa.ss- 
iniition of the cy.ar have been posted 
here and one arrest was made. 

Rochefort's letter to tho fnlrand- 
geani frdiii Geneva uaya : lloussakoff 
joined the nihilists only a few days be- 



fore tho assassination of the czar. 
Rochefort supplements the letter by a 

telegram stating that up to Monday 
night at least, IvoussakoQ'had confessed 
nothing. Tho nihilists pretend that 
they have taken every measure to keep 
thcLnselvcs informed as to what passes 
in his prison and that in a few days 
they will be able to publish an accurate 
report of idl intorrog.-ttions to which ho 
has been subjected. Rochofort's dis- 
patch adds : Had tho lirst .shells miss- 
ed tho emperor three others would have 
been thrown before In? reached tlio pa- 
lace. 

The minister of foreign nfliiirs has 
addressed tho circular to Russian 
presentatives abroail : His majesty the 
eni])eror, on asceiuliiig tho throne of 
his aiici.'stors, assumes as an inheritance 
tho traditions consecrat(,'d by time and 
their acts. Russia has now attained 
her full development. Peelings of 
jealou.sy and discontent are equally for- 
eign to her. The emperor will first 
give attention to the internal devel- 
oimient of tho state. Tho emperor's 
foreign policy will be entirely pacific. 

CoN-sTANTLVul'Li;; March 18. — It is 
stated that tlieambassadors have accept- 
ed tho frontier lino oflTered in the Turk- 
ish note in October, including Crete. 

ViENFA, March IS.— Baron Von 
Haynierle has resigned. Count Kal- 
nosky will succeed liim. The resigna- 
tion is in consequence of the refusal of 
tho Austrian and Ifungarian diets to 
pass a vote of condolence on tho death 
of the czar. 

Ni-wYonK, .March 18.— Tho Irish 
World has a special cable dispatch from 
Dublin containing the following :points 
Thirty land league chiefs are now in 
prison, Sheridan, the organizer, was 
arrested yesterday. His wife was on 
her death-bed. Landlordism is now 
rampant, and landlords are serving, some 
prisoners with writs, for back rents, in 
jail. 

Land meetings were held last Sun- 
day in in fifteen counties, and wore at- 
tended by great multitudes. The.se meet- 
ings were characterized with immense 
enthusiasm, brave speeches and strong 
anti-rtidical and ringing resolutions. 
The Irish jieoplo aro most determined, 
and will light tiie good fight to tho last. 
Four hundred tenants under landlord 
Palmer of .Mayo have struck against 
tho payment of rent on account of the, 
arrests going oil 

Eviction notices are falling in.show- 
ers over Ireland. Twelve hundred 
writs and ejectments wnn" eoi-i.«.i loot 
»ceK. I'lie land league counsels tho 
people to resist to the last. The conse- 
quence, in all likelihood, of this general 
resistance, will bo large numbers of 
land sales for non-payment of rent. 
What the landlords will gain by such a 
result rcuniins to be seen. There is a 
giuieial feeling with regard to oject- 
iiu'nts til roughout the land league that 
tho people should allow the evictions to 
take place and that the land league 
should then immediately provide houses 
on the evicted farms. 

At an executive meeting of the land 
league held here yesterday. Rev. Mr. 
Rylott, a protoatant clergyman from 
BIfast presided. Thus by charity, con- 
ciliation, brotherly feeling, broad pat- 
riotism and good sense, all tending 
to siiik the ineinories of the feuds of 
the past ages utterly out of sight, and 
to bring Irishmen of all sections and 
licrsuasions togptlier fin onn common 
platform. The land league, with the 
mottoes "Down with landlordism," 
"Down with rent," "Down with all 
forms of robbery of labor," uprears its 
standard and advances into the future. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, March 18. — Late 
advices from Japan state that the re- 
lations between that country and China 
are stsained, the latter retaliating for 
Japan's course in the Formosa and 
Loo Clioo aflfairs, when China was in 
difficulty with Russia. It is believed 
in Yokohama that China has made a 
secret treaty with lUissia, directly con- 
cerning .Japan. 

The unprecedented number of large 
lircs in Tokio this year has compelled 
the authorities to move in the matter. 
Orders have been given that all houses 
built on burnt places must be built of 
the same material as native "godowns." 
The last fire in Tokio passed over ten 
streets and consumed 16G3 houses and 
22 "godowns." The population rend- 
ered homeless by this calamity was 
,'),'3S2. 

SaxFuan'cisco, Jlarch 17. — The City 
of Peking brouglit 999 Chinese passeii- 
gora from Hongkong. 

At 10 o'clock last night James 
Adams, who was shot by Adolph 
Schandcr Monday night, breathed hia 
last. 

San Francisco, March 18. — A pri- 
vate letter received in this city says 
that John W, Mackay has bought out 
the interest of two Scotchmen who 
held largo blocks of Sutro tunnel 
stock. 

The first overland train by the 
scuthern route left this city this morn- 
ing under the charge of conductor 
Massie and engineer Littlejohn, Cars 
comprising tlie train were all now and 
ot the finest construction. 

A reduction of 15 cents per gallon in 
the price of syrup, announced yester- 
dtiy, was a surprise, but as the present 
rate means net cosh, the reduction is 
not so largo as it appears to bo. Re- 
finers are evidently bent on regulating 
tho importation of sugar and nyrup 
from New York, 



A coroner's jury, in the case of Cien. 
Upton, returned a verdict of suicide 
duo to an over-taxed brain, the result 
of expected failure of a work in which 
he was engaged. 

Tho greenback central club, co.n- 
prising greeuback ward iiresidents and 
loading grecnbackers of tho city, met 
this evening and -with great unanimity 
adopted a series of resolutions endors- 
ing the assassination of tho czar of 
Russia as an act of self defense against 
monarchical injustice, and extending 
the heart and hand of .sympathy to fel- 
low republicans of Russia, and especi- 
ally to those sublimo patriots who in 
the consumation of a holy act havo 
sacrificed themselves upon the altar of 
their country '.s liberty. Resolutions 
censuring President Garfield and Secre- 
tary Blaine for having forwarded con 
doleinents to the fiuiiily of the czar, 
and eulogizing the intin who threw the 
glass ball of science, as more worthy of 
being classed as a patriot thnn Marcus 
Brutus, assassinator of Ctesar, wei-e laid 
over one week. 

Tho ship Ocean King, 2,")10 tons, 
wheat to Liverjiuol direct, i;3 123, Gd, 
was chartetQtl about a week ago but 
has not before been i-eported, and her 
rate is scarcely a criterion of tho market 
at present.

Tell the workingmen of Russia that 
between the aristocracy and the prolit- 
ariat there can be no compromise, be- 
tween parii.sites and proiluccrs there 
can be no peace, while louts and loafers 
live in luxury|upon the products of our 
labor. We must sufler and slave. 
Brothers, your cause is that of the op- 
pressed against the o[)pressor; that 
cause is a holy cause. That cause is 
not only for Russia, but for all coun- 
tries; it is universal. Brothers, we 
approve your action; we approve your 
methods. Between you and your oji 
pressors there can be no truce. Kill, 
destroy, assassinate, annihilate — even 
to its very germ — your aristocracy. 
Havo for them no feeling of love, for 
they are incapable of that noble emo- 
tion.

Montreal, March 17. — Duncan Mc- 
Intyre, of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way syndicate, leaves for Euro[)e in to- 
morrow's Cunard steamer from New 
York, to bo gone sonio weeks. The 
Pacific syndicate lin.s purchased .$2r)0,- 
000 worth of cars since its organiza- 
tion, 500,000 railway ties and the firs^ 
installment of steel rails for active 
work. It has also selected many of its 
engineers and construction head men. 

SOUTH AFRICA.

To Till-: FiiiToit: — If there is one 
thing more than another that ap[ieal8 
to the charity of the Christian and the 
benevolent of humanity, it is the caring 
for and tending of the poor and helpless 
sick. " Who giveth to the poor lend 
cth to tho Lord." My excuse tor tres- 
passing on vour sjiace must be tho im- 
portance of the cause and the necessity 
of placing it before tho public: 

After Mass at the Catholic Church 
ypstcrd.ay his Lordshiii. Bishop Bron- 
dcl, of this city, said he was grieved to 
liavG to inform his congregation of tho 
state the hospital is in for the want of 
a new roof, the rain coming down in 
every direction to the injury of the 
patients, ns well as to the injury of the 
building. The hospittil, as it at ])rc- 
sent stands, his Lordship stated, is to 
tally inadequate in size and ward 
acconuuodation for the number of pa- 
tients now in it, and for those who are 
daily making application for admission. 
In pleading tho cause of this noble 
charity, his Liordship is personally, as 
he stated, unable to do anything, for he 
lias no funds at his disposal to enable 
him to put on a Mansard roof and 
build an addition, both of which are 
much required, and therefore he had to 
appeal to his congregation to assist him 
in raising funds for that purpose. 
Knowing that the columns of your 
journal are ever open to the cause of 
the distressed of humanity, 1 venture 
to place before the jniblic the particu- 
lars of his Lordship's appeal, so that 
the charitable and \vell-disnoscd of our 
city, regardless of creed and country, 
may have an opportunity of contribut- 
ing to this most deserving charity. The 
institution is not a sectarian one, ns is 
well known, and which the records of 
the house can show, there being fre- 
quently nearly as many of other creeds 
inmates as of [voman Catholics, and 
at this moment, I believe, they aro 
nearly equally divided. Knowing that

THE RAILWAY RESOLUTIONS. 

Yofttcrilay tlio JToiisc iitloplcd the 
resolutions moved liy llm preinioi- rola- 
tivo to tlie (lefuult of C'liuiida iii the 
mattor of the island railway. An 
amendment moved by Dr. Asii was 
voted down by an oviTu lit'liiiing ina 
jority and the original vpsolutiojis were 
passed without a division. Mr. Dk- 
C'osMO.s, therefore, f^oes to Ottawa to 
laj' at the foot of tlie Throne a 
statement of the province's grievances. 
While we ardently desire a ditlerent 
result we fear that tlie cflcct of tho ap- 
peal will not ho advantageous to tho 
province. INforo than that, there ia 
danger that yesterday '.suction willaliun- 
ate our truest and best friends at Ot- 
tawa: and tho apoiutment of Mr. De- 
Cosmos — who has just, made a failure 
of Lis niissiouat Ottawa — ai'd.-, to the 
unfortunate aspect of the whole afliiir. 
The proper cour.so would have been to 
re open negotiations with the (>Ltawa 
government; :uid failing that to liavo 
left tho selection of a dolegalo I ) the 
governniont. Wc eannot iiolp think- 
ing that the House has acted with cus- 
tomary unwisdom and that another ap- 
peal to England is atiothcr mistake. 



aRANITE vs. SANDSTONE. 

Sxtract Boport of Sinlpplo & Morris 
on Qraulte. 

To THE EDiTon: — jMucIi has been 
written in favor of substituting gran- 
ite for the .sandstone specified in the 
construction of tiie Ivstpiimalt graving 
dock. Tlic subjoined e.\tract i.s from 
' the report of Kinipple it IMorri.s, dated 
Oct., 1871 (see Sessional Papers, pages 
755 and 75G, year 1876) and appears 
to have been overlooked in the discus- 
sion; 

II UANlTi: QL'OIXS. 

" Wo believe there is not a (piarry 
opened up anywhere on X^ancouver, or 
any other adjacent island, from which 
suitable granite can be obtained for 
stop quoin faces, itc, at entrance of 
dock. We inspected .some granite at 
White Stone Point in SauJiicii lulct: 
but it is of such a qualit}- and .so brok- 
en up that no reliable stone of any size 
could be had, and even if expense was 
incurred in opening it out, wo learn 
that where granite has been used at all, 
in the vicinity of Victoria, it has been 
obtained from the granite boulders 
which, hero and there, have been found 
distributed in dilierent parts of the 
country, and arc now getting very 
scarce; and wo would hardly bo justifi- 
ed in relying upon this doubtful source 
of supply, an(l wldcli, when found, 
would be, from what we hear, uncer- 
tain in quality, and wanting uniformity 
of color. Under these circumstances we 
mo u.„^ ti,^ crrnniLe for the 

stop quoin faces of tho inverts arul 
sides of caisson berth should be of lirst 
rate quality: Aberdeen or Dalbeattie, 
worked at quarry, packed and shipped 
out ready for setting in place. This 
we believe will be the most judicious, 
and probably the least costly mode of 
proceeding. Even although granite 
may be found in the district, yet, on 
account of the small quantity requirctl 
it would not jjay to take the risk of 
opening up quarries, which could not 
be done except at great cost, and, in 
fact, a larger outlay would most likely 
be incurred in tiie removal of the top 
beds, befoi'e reaching sound stone, than 
what it would cost to send tho stones 
from England. Further, it would re- 
quire skilled men, accustomed to work 
in granite, which, for invert stones, 
must be accurately done; therefore the 
beat course, as above suggested, is for 
these stones to bo worked under in- 
spection in England and sent out. 

ASIILAU ALTAlt STON'I'S, kC. 

"Wo have visited and made a care- 
ful examination of the quarries from 
wliich stone can be obtained, more or 
less suitable for plain Ashlar work. 

"Tiie Thetis Island stone appears to 
bs a very fair quality for building pur- 
poses, is easy to work, and, wo are in- 
formed, will harden by exposure to the 
weather; this, we need hardly sav, is a 
good quality for a stone to possess. 

The stone from the Newcastle quarry 
(from the upper bed or .stratum) which 
is of a hard and compact nature, in our 
0])inioa should lju used throughout tho 
works for copings, limber slitics, stops, 
altars, itc., and for the ashlar work 
generally. In drawing up the contract 
for tho permanent works we shall re- 
serve to ourselves the right of using 
Thetis Island ston*-, in portions of the 
work, should we deem lit." 

It is clear from these n.xtracts that 
had the engineers Icnown of the exis- 
tence of such a granite quarry as that 
recently opened on Nelson Island they 
would have specified for that material 
in all cases where stone work was re- 
quired. 

Messrs. Kinipjile k Morris had two 
things to confjidcr; Eirst, the dock had 
to be suOiciently substantial to meet 
the approval of the Admiralty officers; 
sodond,the cost was not to exceed .£' 1 00 - 
000. 

A careful perusal of the entire re- 
port will .show that these difliculties 
were presenting tlicm.selve.s at all times 
and places. They reduced the quantity 
of granite to be used on account of its 
great cost to a minimum, but the quan- 
ity of the stone was to bo undeniable. 

It must be borne in mind that when 
this work is finished the province will 
have to keep the dock in repair, and 
proper repair, for 15 years at any rate, 
for during that period the Admiralty 
have the preferential use of it tjnuis. 

The engineer's report (see sessional 
papers, 187G,page 75 I-,) points out how 
liable a dock is to injury, from ships 
careening during high wiiids, or from a 
want of assistance, showing that all tho 
interior facing of such a structure 
should be of the strongest material to 
J _ resist the strain of extra shoring at 
•j^^jtiny point. Yo-mu

Al- 
most as BOOH as confederation took place 
thoDominion Government sent out a large 
stad' of engineers and went vigorously to 
work in variniig portions of the province. 
A cliani,'o of government ensued and this 
largo st.afi' gradually dwindled du\-. ii to 
little or nothing, ao that after several 
years had passed away ne.xt to nothing 
had been (lone. Ho then referred to tlie 
defeat i;f Ihe Elliutt udmiuistratiou on the 
(piestion, cliielly of the island railro.ad, 
and to the cireuiiistanecs that brouirhl 
about the Carnarvon suttlemont uf 1.^7-5 
which was to compel the Uominion Gov- 
ernment as far as possible to ctirry out its 
treaty nbligation.'! with the province. This 
he said was the only feasible agreement 
that ha,d been committed to paper; .as the 
tirst was, humanly speaking, an impo.ssi- 
bility. 'I'hc stipulated timo for eouiplu- 
tion had been extended from midsummer 
1881 to 1800, which gave nine years more 
for work. Wlien that agreement was made 
the Dominion Govornniont offered to con- 
struct the lOsiinimalt and Nanainio por- 
tion of the main line at once and assented 
to the new terms in January, 1875. At 
Dial tiiiiu it v.as alleged that this portion 
could be built without referring the mat- 
tor to parliament. Such was tho opinion 
of the secretary of state for the colonies. 
Tliis agreement had been broken entirely 
as no railroad can now be constructed on 
tliu island buforo iat .July. It will lake 
as many years to liuild it as Ihei-a are 
mouths left to tliat time. Even on tho 
maiiihuid tlie terms have not been at all 
fulfilled. The section from tho seaboard 
to Vale has not been touclicd; neither 
ha.y the section from Savonatotlio moun- 
tains, and yet there had not been one 
scrap of infoniiation from the ilominiun 
Government about those matters. This 
province had not been consulted in any 
way while negotiations were in priigreas 
with the syndicate- -no o]iinion whatever 
had been solicited from this governuient 
concerning the railroad question. (Hear, 
licar.) Tho government had done overy- 
. .thing. .IJOSsiblo in a coii :ial 
manner to induce a fuUillnient of 
rnihvay.obligationB,t - AS itTvas impossible 
to comply with tho first argrooment with 
liritish Columbia tlio D(nni)iion t'iovcrn- 
mont liad been tisked to do what Lliej 
could to carry out tho second. A. certain 
sum ot money, §2,000,000, by the agreo- 



nient of 1874 was to have been spanc an- 
nually on tho mainland besides building 
the island road. This has not been done. 
Tiiohito govoriiineiit almost completely 
ignored it, a.s tlioy took no steps wliat- 
ever to fultil these terms. Tho present 
Doniinion Government had .adopted the 
lino that had been selected by their pre- 
docessors ns their nvllrbad policy. WJiat 
he felt in the wliolo matter was that ho 
coulil not close liis eyes to the 
fact that tho syndicate did not 
contemplate building the Ishmd read. 
One of the most impm-tant considerations 
was that the wiirk should bo commenced 
iimucdiately at tho west and east. There 
were sufficient reasons why this ahuuld 
havo boon done; yet nolhing of the sort 
Iiad boon attem|ited. The lino Inis not 
been couimeneed from the seaboard, but 
from Yale instead. No attempt liatl been 
made to const met from tho west toward 
tho o.'ist. 'i'liis was not in accordance with 
tho terms of 1871. Tlie Dominion Oov- 
ornmcnt had not therefore dealt honestly 
with this province. (Hear, hoar.) The 
subject had been approached from time to 
time fairly by the present governincnt. 
There liad been no tlire.ils of se:.'ession or 
robollion: nothing had been done uncon- 
stitutionally. (Hear, hear.) It was the 
duty of this House now to take a tirm 
stand on this subject with a view of get- 
ting Ihu railroad terms carried out. Tt 
was the duty of this House to take such 
a course as would secure this result. Tliis 
Province i:; tho sutlerer on account of the 
Dominion (Jovernment not carrying out 
its treaty obligations. Tho people havo 
been disappointed over and over again in 
this matter. Tho province gained ono 
important advantage by ap[)oaling to tho 
Imperial government in lS7-t and it must 
appeal to that government again now. 
'I'hat appeal accom|ilished all that was ex- 
pected from it, but tho Dominion govern- 
ment hatl tiiken no steps to carry out the 
tonus. If negotiations succeeded in 
US7-1 they would succeed now. If the 
House saw fit to ado[)t tlie resolutions a 
Committee of three could be a[ipointed to 
draw them up, to be ]ireseliteil to the lin- 
poritd govornmeiit. Kailroads built aiiy- 
whoro ill Gassiar, Ivooteuay, Gaiboo or 
.anywhere else would bonetit the whole 
countr}'. It was a positive fact that Van- 
couver Island could have had her railroad 
running years ago if tho government 
would have consented to sacrifice the 
rest of the I'rovince. i\Ir. Edgar [iriqiosed 
that the Island road shouhl be con- 
structed. If the Island had not been 
loyal to the rrovinco as a whole the}' 
would have had their own road by accept- 
ing tho propositions olibrod thoin (hear, 
hear); but this w.ns refused and tho whole 
line had not been sacrificed. Hon. mem- 
ber's 01 die House Hliouidnow i.ay asuie .ail 
political fooling and work for tlie bonetit 
of tho whole Province. (Heai-, lie.ar. ) 
He felt that tho subject should lie dealt 
with now or never. Ho was not asking 
too much of tlio House to approach the 
subject and aiiproacli it in a inoper 
S|iirit. It was immaterial what eonstitii- 
oiicy a member might ciuiio from he Icnew 
that that Constituency would not go against 
this pruject. 'I'he Province wont froiu a 
Crown cohiiiy into confederation and 
it gave up its old tarilf on con- 
dition that a traiiBcontincntal rail- 
road should bo built (hear, hetir). It was 
not for the House to take domiuional 
views so much as provincial ones. There 
were plenty of great minds in the Com- 
mons ami Soiiate at ( Ittawa to look after 
dominional interests. The r.ailroad was 
a necessity, and without it the country 
must retrograde instead of progressing. It 
could not bo otherwise. An impassable 
barrier south prevented British Columbia 
from exporting coal, lumbci', fish, etc., 
and the tax was almost iirnhibitorj' on all 
such products as this province liad to ex- 
port. Tiicre would be no ro.al union with 
tho etistorii provinces till tho railroad is 
built. It would be theoretical not practical, 
(hear, lioar). Tho attorney general then 
referred to a paper by Sir Fredei'ic 
Rogers, in wliieli it is stiitedtliat im la-a';- 
tical union can take place \s il li-^ut a rail- 
road, iind that \'ictoria cannot be the Sau 
Francisco of the north and west until an 
uninterrupted 1 ino of railway from that 
place to the East be an accomplished fact. 
The disadvantages of union could only be 
iompeiisated for by siiiudtaiicous con- 
struction from the west as well as from 
tho east; but this had not been carried 
out. He then referred to the small ex- 
penditures since tho Yalc-Savona section 
had been e<unnieiiced, alllioiigli he had 
Mr. Uiulordonk's authority for saving 
that much more than .^'-lOO.OOO out ef 
the million loted last year would bo 
s]ient before 1st July next and that he 
was making every ofl'ort to get a large 
number of men in adilition to thoso al- 
ready at work. Ho was satisfied that the 
House Would take a broad view of the 
question and act in a coiistitiitiniial man- 
ner with reference to it. .\ petition should 
be drawn up and 'forwarded to her ma- 
jesty's government with as little delay as 
possible. Tho corrospondeuco was thoii 
reviewed and much stress laid on the fact 
that for some timo the matter scorned to 
havo been progressing favorably. .\t 
length the Doiniuion ( luvcnnueiit had 
virtually refused to L'ivc any opinioir on 
the question at issue. Since tlieii nearly 
a month hatl passed without any informa- 
tion. Xo stops wli.atovur liad been taken 
to foi w ard tho intcresls of the province 
by building tlus island railroad. Still he 
had aonic hojies on this matter. (Hear, 
hear.) The provincial agent at Ottawa 
was so thoroughly' conversant with evciy 
phase of the tpiestion that he was certain- 
ly tho persmi to represent tho province 
with the Jin[K:rial government .-md to a.-k 
th.at govermiuuit to urge uiion the l)u- 
minion Cloverniiieiit the neia'ssily of 
c.irrying out it.s railway' oblig.itions with 
this province. (Hear, hear.) 

The resolution was seconded by Air. 
Bcaven. 

]\Ir. Ash referred to his resolution still 
before tho House. Ho considered that a 
question of such importance should have 
been coiisidere',1 at an earlier date and 
not postjioncd till almost the hist day of 
the scs.sioii, and referred to tho .■<e[iara- 
tioii resolution of 1870 which ho stroii- 
uoiisly opposed. Tho House was not fair- 
ly dealt with in being in this manner 
pressed to come to ;i hasty conclusion on 
such an important matter. It vdioidd have 
longer lime for consideration. He was 
Borry that some nieiuber having the fac- 
ulty of bringing before the Hotiso all the 
features of tho case bettor than he could 
had nut risen to continue tho debate and 
that tho duty should bo thurst upon him 
of speaking on this subject. The present 
govoriiinent returned to power beeauso 
tho Elliott government was not consider- 
ed sountlontho islandrailway. They,slionlil 
at once, therefore, have taken steps 
to prosecute this matter. Ho remembered 
that a large number uf citizens soon after 
the present governiuont's return to oftice 
reiuiested the hon. tho minister of finance 
and iigriculturo to call a mooting in order 
to give oxprcssion to his views on the Is- 
land railway question, as it was felt that 
tho attorney general had littlo or no in- 
terest in the Island, not liaving any prni)- 
erly in the province :iud reiueseutiUy a 
far-olV mainland c natituency. This tho 
minister ot finance and agriculture refus- 



ed or objected to as lie did not see what 
good it would do. Ho (Mr. Ash) always 
regretted tliis rofii.sal aa then something 
might have been done. Kefcrring again 
to the seperation memorial ho took tho 
government to task for not sending it 
away sooner and for not forwarding a 
copy to tho Imperial government. Ho 
had always contended that tlio terms of 
union had been changetl by tho Gariiar- 
von award. Thi.s idea, however, liad 
been repudiated by tho attorney general 
tho minister of finance and agricul-

ed that the railway terms liad not been 
fulfilled either ia letter or in spirit. He 
contended that as railway works were go- 
ing on tlio Dominion government were 
doing wliat they could to carry out the 
agreement with tliis province. He wuiikl 
ask tho House what possible good can re- 
sult from sending Mr. DeCosnios to Eng- 
land. If lie tliought that .any good would 
result from passing tho resolution ho would 
not opposo it. Mr. DeCosmos would soo 
Lord Kiinberley — 

.Mr. \\'ibjon — Order, order. 
iMr. Ash said tlio hon. gentleman call- 
ing "Order, order," was one of the priii- 
ciiial oiiposcrs of tlio Island railw.iy, not 
intentionally, but iiiiintoiitii)nally. His 
errors were of the head and not of tlio 
heart. (Laughter.) Lord Kiinherley would 
ask "How can 1 help you I 'I'lio Domin- 
ion gdvernment ileclinedto Imild tho road. 
The bill was thrown of the Senate. 
Not only tho govc'ininent but tho parlia- 
nient refused to bi- governed by tho Car- 
narvon terms." 'Jliese terms tho lion, 
member contended wore dead and the 
original ones had to bo fallen back upon. 
What could a special agent do in London? 
Could ho ask thu Imperial govornniont to 
build the railway or guaraiiteo a certain 
rati: per cent, on tlio cost! The province 
liail only the Dominion government to ap- 
ply to; and that government had proved 
itsolf friendly to it. Tho former govern- 
ment hail for five years refused to carry 
out the terms of confederation; but the 
present ono had done all it could in that 
ilirection. In a few years' time ho was of 
opinion that tho country would prosper 
111(110 than over before. Ho could not 
understood how tho attorney general 
could stand Up and urge tlie Uouso to pass 
his resolution. That gontloinan must 
certainly havo two voices -ono for tho 
House and provincial government ami 
one for the Dnmiuion. How could ho 
havo such iiillueiice at Ott:uva as to hold 
all tho iiatroiiago of the Doniinion govern- 
ment in and move such a resolution! Ho 
(tho atty. gen.) Iiiid done little or nothing 
for the Island railway. Tho hon. mem- 
ber again asserted that tho Carnarvon 
terms were tlead and that this province 
could not ask for coniiiensation till sum- 
mer— it could not ;isk ])ayinoiit till tlio 
bill matured. The battle would have to 
bo fought out ort the fioor of tho Domin- 
ion parliament. Neither the Imperial 
government nor the House here could do 
anything. No one in the IIoiiso at Otta- 
wa had said anything about the Island 
railway but Punster and ho on a division 
found himself in a minority of one on thu 
(piestion. The .syndicate had taken no 
action on tho matter and ho would like to 
know what possible good can result from 
sending a delegate to England. Lord 
Kimberley would tell him that Lord Car- 
n.irvoii did promise certain things but the 
Dominion government had given more 
than was promised. Ho had always stood 
up for the rights of thu province; and he 
contended that tho railway on tho main- 
land was the chief thing to be considered. 

•Mr. Williams— No chance for the gov- 
ernorship. 

Mr. Ash— ^\'hat that hon. goiitloman 
says will not iiillucncc the Dominion gov- 
ernment much ill making that appoint- 
ment, lie (iMr. Ash) did not know a sin- 
gle iiienibor of that government. 
Order, order, from Mr. Speaker. 
Mi\ Ash was quite capable of keeping 
to the questinn without being called to 
order by iMr. Sj 
Vancouver Isla 

construction of tho tninscontinontal rail 
way and not upon tlic line from Esipii- 
malt to Nanaimo. lie would move an 
ainendmont to tho resolution ; but as ho 
did not think that tho question would 
liave liceii called on .•■.o .soon he liad only 
lime to write it while the attoriiey-g(uieral 
was talking. He wniild therefore read it 
and ask the House to adjourn so as to 
givo liim time to put it in proper shape, 
tlo then road the following ainendmont:

AFTERNt )(.)N SITTING. 
Dr. Ash moved the adjoiirmucnt (jf the 
dubate till Tuesday. 

Mr. Walkuiii did not see that anything 
would be gained by delay. The question 
would havo to be faced sooner or later. 
Tho aiiieiidinent moveil a now issue. It 
ciingratulatca the Dominion government 
on tlio arrangement with tho Syndicate, 
wliily this government was without any 
iilUcial communication as to tho comple- 
tion of the arrangouvent, and it involved 
a proposition to givo up tho Island rail- 
way altogether and accept compensation 
in lieu. 

Mr. Mara said that the words of tho 
Attorney General were an additional 
argument in favor of the adjournment of 
the debate. It was desirable to havo a 
uiiaiiininns vote and he believed that by 
consultation some middle ground upon 
which all might stand would be roachod. 
It was not the fault of the Opposition that 
this important matter came m so late in 
the session. 

Mr. Smithe agreed with the last 
speaker that this was an important matter 
and contended that a ronsonablo adjourn- 
iNeiit ought to bu eoliccdett. Tho c'lif.ur- 
noy General had said that the ainendmont 
raised a now issue, and surely that fact 



in the meaiitimo tho meiiihors might come 
together for cdiisnltatiini and endeavor to 
Come to a iiiiaiiiinous decision. 

.Mr. Wilson thought if uuaniuiity u-r.s 
desired it would better for the auieiid- 
nient of Dr. Ash to be withdiawn. He 
was surprised at tho aniendmeiit, ami 
thought the debate should proceed. 

Mr. Hiimphroys .said an adjoin iimeiit 
wouhl show that the country did not 
know what Canada ought to do. 

i\[r. Williams said.an adjournment would 
do no good. The debate should go on and 
ho hoped thu member for Comox would 
withdraw his ameiidiiient. 

Tho motion to adjourn the debate was 
negatived — (> for, 10 against. 

Jlr. .jiiiitlio said that tlio Attorney- 
General should have disposed of the 
.'trgumeiits of the mcinbcr for (,'oiiiox, and 
this attempt to force the debate would 
not bo calculated to secure a iinaiiininus 
vote. 

Mr. Walkein said that if the aiiiuiid- 
inont was not withdrawn it would be voted 
down by a largo majority, 

Mr. Smithe feared tho govurnmoiit were 
adopting ti wrong pulic}', and he could 
not find words to express his regret that 
this vote would not bo unaniinoiis. Every- 
thing depended on the vote of this Hmiso 
being unanimous. If it v,-erc otherwise it 
would stand in tho way of a .satisfactory 
settleiiii.'ut at the hands of tlio Dominion 
and 1 mperi;il !,'ovormneiits. M (lie be- 
ginning of the session ho had asked for 
the railway correspondence and h.id been 
induced by the attorney general to with- 
draw \ui motion oiillio idea that it would 
bo injurious to the question if pressed. 
Now tho House was at the end of tlie 
business, and the only important matter 
of the session was being debated after the 
Ottawa House h;is been prorogued. If 
action had been taken earlier here it 
might havt! had a benelicial ellect upon 
the Ottawa House and goveriinient ; but 
now this government are anxious to juess 
thu question on tho attention of the 
Hotiso and push it through. Ho did not 
approve altogether of the resolution of the 
government or of the aniondinonl. Brit- 
ish Columbia and particularly N'ancotiver 
Island, had good reason to coiiqihiiii of 
its treatment by t'anada. All were 
agreed on that point. The ^mly question 
to be decided was, what was host to bo 
done I This govornmeiit believed that 
the resolution they Iiad oilered w;is the 
proper stop; but he h;ul grave fears mi 
that lio.ad. Ho adverted to the act ion of 
the Imperial goveriinient in 1S7-I, and 
the treaty known as the Carnarvon terms, 
and said the Imperial government only 
arranged such terms as thoy knew before- 
liand would bo acceptable to Canada. 
Till Imperial Government coiild]not force 
Canada to do anything .-igainst its will, 
and the answer to this petition would iiro- 
bably bo that the Douiiiiion was doing all 
in its power to satisfy liritish (.'olumliia. 
This petition might result in an :ul\erse 
decision on tho (lart of the Imperial gov- 
ernment. If the pie.KJiit Dominion gov- 
ernment were not tho friends of the [U'o- 
vince he did not know where to h,ok for 
friends at Ottawa. 'I'lu' liberals were the 
enemies of the province, and if we ditl not 
get the Island railway frmn the conser- 
vatives we would not get it at all. Was 
this a wiso step to take ( Wa.s it wise to 
send auotlier delegate to England ! Tho 
Dominion goveriiiiieiit should have 
included the Island railway in the Syiuli- 
iker. 'i'he prosjierity of j cato acheiuc; but they had never rfiuidi- 
lepeiided upon the ated the Isl.iiid railw.iy. On tho e.m- 
trary, such strong a--,snraiices wore given 
Mr. DeC.tliallie had telegraphed that suc- 
cess is certain. Was not the proposition 
to send Mr. IVtflosmos to London calcu- 
latecl to I iiibiller the .Maedoliald goveril- 
mont against this province! Tliere liad 
been hot words in iiarliaineiit between 
Sir John and Mr. DeCaismos, and may 
not Sir John havo naturally felt irritated 
at the words of Mr. DeCosmos, w ho knew 
that Sir John had a heavy load to earry 
and ought to htive syiupat'.iii'.ed willi tli'j 
Dominion gnverimient. Wiu; it wise that 
wo should take ti step that might tilienatu 
a friendly government ( We were com- 
mitted to the Syndicate bargain. Without 
consent from us tho time for completing 
tho railway had boon extended to 1891. 
They had taken that tinio-liniit from the 
Carnarvon terms, and were bound to ac- 
cept and carry out every other part of tho 
terms. Our claim, was .so good that wo 
(lUglil to get the Island railway without 
an appeal to the Imperial govornniont. 
Mr. Mackenzie h.ad offered §750,000 in 
lieu of tho Island railway. 

Mr. Walkcm— Mr. iSIake e.tplained 
afterwards that that sum was intended 
for all delays. 

Mr. Smithe coutiaueil that .Mr. Maekeii- 
zie (who made the offer) said that it was 
intended as compensation for tho isl- 
and railway. The amount was calcidaled 
at §10,000 a mile. LnrdDufferin also ox- 
plained that tho sum wa.s oll'erod in lieu 
of the island line. Tho Dominion were 
committed to the island railway. 'Wo 
had a clear case against the Dominion for 
tho road, and, in addition, wo had a 
strong claim for he:ivy comiieiisatiou for 
delay on the main line. He was sorry 
there had never boon a claim urged for 
compensation, believing that if it had 
boon pressed that the Dominion would 
gladly havogivon us the island lino 'ere this. 
The hon. member ne.\t referred to the 
dispatch of Lord Oarnarvon four years 
ago, to show that the ([uostion of com- 
pensation was ono which ho fully reoog- 
nizod, and that (if it had been vigorously 
prossed^by tho govsrnincniOthe islandrail- 
way would havo been socuretl. Tho reso- 
lution submitted by the government was 
imperfect because it did not include 
tho question of conpensatiou, and he ask- 
ed why that claim was omitted from the 
resolution ofibredby tlic attoniey gciieral. 
It was the strongest point that wo had; it 
had been recognized by Lord Carn;u'von 
and if properly pressed would assist ma- 
terially in getting us the island railway, 
lie was sorry the government had not en- 
deavored to harmonize their resolution 
with the amcndninnt of the lion, member 
for Comox, bocauso it was dcsirablo that 
there should bo a unanimous vote. Ho 
(Mr. Smithe) felt that he could not voto 
for the amendment because it expressed 
satisfactioii with tho syndicate arrango- 
nioiit — which arrangement had not made 
provision for tho island railway. The Do- 
minion Government shoiiUl have included 
tho ishmd railway in that arrangement, 
after having taken advantage of the time- 
limit of the terms and incorporated it 
with the syndicate scliomo. Ho objected 
also to the proposition to renew negotia- 
tions on tlio basis of .stating that the is- 
land railwiiy shall bo taken as some com- 
pensation for non-fulfilment of obligations 



by Canadii. He had always contended 
that the iirovilice was entitled to this rail- 
way irre.qieefive of eoinpensal ion and the 
amendment wtis aii abandonjiient of that 
Contention. T.lio i.slaiul railway granted 
lie did not tliiiik people would stand Out 
for heavy coiiipenaatioii ; but it was neces- 
sary to keep tlie two questions entirely 
separate at least at pr.'sent. After further 
staling his objection to the resolution Mr. 
Smithe concluded by saying that although 
ho did not like the goverimioiit proposi- 
tion ho preferred it to the amendment and 
skoula voto for it. 

Mr. Bcaven did not see how any liun. 
goiitleiiian could object to tho petition be- 
ing sunt toLoiidtin by the hands ofa trusty 
iiiessoiiger. Ho considered that this was 
a most opportune time to advance our 
prayer, and jiroceedcd to state tho claim 
that the province had upon the Dominion. 

Mr. Williams was sorry to find an isV- 
and member opposing tlio government re- 
solution. Wo were entitled to heavy coni- 
1 onsatioii as well as to the island railway; 
but how could We Impo to get anything 
from tho Dominion if island nieinbors got 
up and say they were satislied with the 
sytidicalo arrangenieiit. Tlio villainy of 
Canada had driven one-third of our popu- 
lation to San Francisco and Portland. 
W'liat had we got froii> Canada but heavy 
taxation? The only security wo had was to 
stick to the Carnarvon terms; givo them 
up and the go\-eniuuMit would spend on- 
ly S50t),(jt)() a year. Had the Dumiuioii 
tJovernmciit acted towards a tribe of In- 
dians as thoy had acted towards us 
they woidd have li;id to fight. Ho 
Would be glad to see a resolution brought 
in to put ;i musket in every man's hand 
to tight the Canadian ( oivernmeiit with. 
Ho was grieved to liinl an Island meiubcr 
rising to move such an aiiieiidiiiont .-is this. 
If ho (Dr. .'Vsh) ever went back to Comox 
ho did not know what would become of 
him (loud laughter.) 

lion. Mr. liumplueys, in ri.siiig to sup- 
port the (loi'erniiient resolution, quoted 
from the siieecli of Sir .A. T. (lalt and 
others at the recent meeting of the Royal 
Geographical Soi-iidy, whero (ho groat 
value of Vancouver Island was set forth 
by all tho speakers in glowing colors. Mr. 
Plumphrej-s liad had no faith in these 
missions in the past; but he believed 
Great I'litain was waking up to the im- 
portaneo of the Island to the Empire and 
tli.it .Mr. Det'osmos' mis.sion would be a 
comparatively ea.sy one. The amend- 
ment was mischievous to an omiiioiit de- 
gree. The speech of tlio leader of the 
Opposition was both eloquent and feeling, 
ami ho regretted that tho moinber fur 
Comox had not withdraw, i liis aiiiend- 
lileiit. I le called on the other menibers 
to leave llie iiieiiili..|- f.ir TV,, |w,v .,,,/„. i,, 
suppf.rt of his .■inioiidiiient. 

Rlr. Ilelgesen approved of tlio re.'jolu- 
tion before tho House. It was tlio best 
thing to bo done. Our representatives in 
March last had exhaustod every possible 
.■irgiinient in persuading Ihe leader of the 
Federal f biveriiiiieiit to build the Island 
railway and yet without success. The 
lion, member for Comox denied tho Car- 
narvon Terms, which Mj:. Mackenzie was 
glad to accept. Wo could get nothing 
from tho Dominion Government for years 
to come unless we applied to tho Homo 
Government. 

Mr. Driininioiid said ho w.is elected to 
nolo for secession or Oarnarvon Terms. 
He found when he came to that House 
that thi re was no dusire for secession, so 
we had to do the no.\t beat thing. When 
Duflerin came ho had his oar, and all tho 
good be could get was that the Govcrn- 
nieiit were honest in their intentions to 
us; but his lordship had. boon deceived. 
He ended amid great laughter by 
saying that the veiicrauie geiitleniaii from 
Comox had risen in his majesty and talk- 
ed all the afternoon on a subjoct about 
which he know nothing. Tho ideaw I 
(Laugliter.) 

iMr. Ferguson did not fully agree with 
either the original in:>tion or tho aiiieiid- 
nient, but he thought the matter was of 
such vital importaiico that the House 
ought to bo uuaninious, and ho wuuldask 
the member for (Jomox to witlidraw his 
amendment. 

Mr. MeOillivrav' said tlu^ question be- 
fore the House was " the approacliing her 
Majesty by petition." On that wo ought 
to be unauiuioiis. It was time enough to 
attend to tlie contents ef the petition 
ulion it came down for Ihe consideration 
of this House. 

Mr. Heniiett would have liked to soo 
the debate adjourned till to-morrow in 
order to arrive aj some compromise be- 
tv.'een the original resolution and tho 
amendment. Iflio was bound to vote 
for eitlier he would vote for the ailieud- 
ineiit lie did not think Mr. DeCosmos 
could do any good and might do a great 
deal of harm. He said tho Dominion 
government had never ratified tho Car- 
narvon terms. Tho bill to ratifj- tlioni 
had been thrown out by the Senate. Our 
members at Ottawa h.ad, with the excep- 
tion of .Mr. Punster, coincided with tho 
syndicatn agreomont. 

Jlr. Mara did not agree with this reso- 
lution, and he did not agreo with the 
statements of the linn, attnrnoy-genoral 
.and hon. uieuiber for Xew Westiniiistor, 
that if we pab.-ied this ro.Mjlutioii we could 
discuss what that jietition contained. Uo 
was of opinion tliat the petition would do 
no good. Wliat good had any petition wo 
have yet sent done I If we opened up 
proper negotiations with tlio Dominion 
government wo shuuld do bettor. We 
had five members in tlie House of Com- 
iiion.s and tlireo niembovs in the Senate, 
all of whom sup[iorted tho government in 
the syndicate agreement with tho excep- 
tion of .Mr. Bunster. Ho did not approve 
of .Mr. DeCosmos tis our representative. 
With all due deference to him as ail able 
man he gave him every credit ; but if it 
was put to the M.ainlaud people he be- 
lieved 9 out of iO would bo against his 
appointment, and judging by the tono of 
the Now Westminster press he was not a 
popular man on the mainland ; as an Is- 
land uienibcr no doubt ho was. Ho then 
proceeded to show why ho iuLondod to 
vo'o for the amendment. Tho agreement 
with the syntlicate was suitable to the 
mainland; it met the views of the niaiii- 
laiul. He tlion went en to review tho 
amendment and declared'it was better for 
tho Island than tho original resolution. 
If the government applied to tho liumo 
govornmeiit it would bo a whole year be- 
fore any answer could be got; '.vhereas, if 
we opened negotiations with the Domin- 
ion govormnent we could find out at once 
whak they intend to do. Ho said that 
every mainland member wanted the Is- 
land to got its road. He thought they 
were not going the right way to-day to 
got it. lie would call on the govern- 
ment to postpone this debate and advise 
tho loader of the government and of tho 
opposition to meet and draw ug a resolu- 
tion which could be acoeptisd'unammoasly 
by this House. Ho siiid tho fnainknd 
members wrrc ready to moot tho Island 
niombei's and draw up such roEolutions. 

Mr. Wilson said this was our Last resort. 
Wo have tried everything to get tho Do- 
minion govornincnt to koop faith with us 
ill building tho Island railway which 
ought to have been conimoncetl in 1875. 
Ho showed that our members could get no 
satisfaction at Ottawa on the subject and 



last session the mainland members voted 
for a resolution that the commencement 
of tliu Island railway be not delayctl after 
this spring. He reviewed Jlr. DeCos- 
mos' negotiations with tho Doniinion gov- 
ernment and up to to-day no dofinito an- 
swer could bo got .as to when tho Island 
railway would bo commencod. What olso 
is left but to appeal to the Homo goverii- 
iiioiit which was mainly instrumental in 
getting the province into confederation 
and tho statesman, Lord Granville, who 
was at the helm of the state at the time is 
now a leaderof the preaentgovernmeiit of 
England and would no doubt bo glad to 
see justice done. Ho did not approve of 
tho ameiulnient in any point. Wo have 
nothing to do with tho Syndicate; it is 
only from Savona's Ferry to tho Rockj' 
Mountains, that they have to build, in 
fact, in their agreement B. C's interest 
have been overlooked alloirolher. It is 
tho Dominion government we havo to do 
with; thoy havo to finish the contracts 
already uiiderweigh ami also complete the 
lino from Emory's Bar to Burrard Inlet. 
He went on to allow that as tho Imperial 
govoriiiiieiit was a party to tlio Carnarvon 
Terms Treaty it was only right that wo 
should refer to them to show tliat thoso 
terms have not been carried out. 

Tho three members for Y''alo and Dr. 
Ash alone voted for tho ainendmont. 

Tho resolution was carried, 20 to 4. 

House adjourned till 2 p.m. to-day.

Tho Govcrnmont have voted a sum of 
money for tho oroctiuii of tho iicccssavv biiihiiiit^'s; but before tho works could bo 
commoiicod tho (Jovenimont icquiiod tho btnd to Ijo conveyed to tlio Crown, whicli 
hi\a been done. Tlio coming spi-ing will, it in lioiinl, sou this most necessary adjtnict 
to the institutions of tho I'rovinoo completed. 

Tho Directors rcgrot that tho House of .\ssenibly have passed a rosolntioQ com- 
olotoly reversing tho policy under which tho Hospital has been for so many yeai-s 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto tho Govoniinont have boon content "with hav- 
ing two Directors on the Board, and as a rule tlinso Governinont Directors have been 
active and useful moinbors, and havo fully .answci i'.! tho purposes for which tlioy were 
placed on tho Board. 

The other Directors are tho nominees of tlie Suliscribers. The proposed change 
will bo detrimental to tho interests of tiioso for wlioin a hospital is supported. Tho 
attention necessary to details takes up a great deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed ofliciontly by eight gentlemen will bo equally as well por- 
fortned by four is supposing too inuch, and the inevitable result will be a recurronoo 
to the worst ovils of tho past. Tho interest which tho public now tako in the insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lesson, and tho active and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Government institution. 

The Directors have again to express their thanks to Jilessrs. Dunsmuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable societies and 
individuals who have generously contributed to the support of tho institution. 

The affairs of the Hospital have been economically managed, as will bo seen by 
the amount of HutVerings relieved and tho Treasurer's account of tho expenditure. 

In closing this report tho Directors regret that tho change introduced by tho 
Governinont will provont them again oflbring their services, and from the applications 
which have been rocoivod for a return of subscriiitions and tho opinions expressed of 
tho change, they fear that tlie closing of ono of tho most usoful institutions of tlio 
Province will ultimately bo the result. 

Tlioro yet roniains to bo eoiisidorod the ([ue'stion of the ownership of tho pro- 
perty and the terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far tho pre- 
sent changes will affect it. On this subject the Directors are not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

In conclusion I have to express my thanks to my professional brethren, who have 
always rendered mo any assistance I was in need of; and I would wish to draw the 
attention of the Board ol directors to the admirable manner in which tho Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Kobinsoii, has conducted tho intoraal affairs of tho Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for tho patients compatible with the discipline 
necessary in a public in.stitutioii.
